Special  educational  and  recrea¬ 
tional  opportunities  await  visitors  of  all  ages. 

You’ll  want  to  consult  this  guide  if  you  have 
a  few  hours — or  a  few  days — to  spend  in  his¬ 
toric  Illinois.  A  brief  description  of  each  site 
is  located  in  the  center  of  this  guide,  along 
with  an  outline  map  of  the  state.  Phone 
numbers  and  addresses  of  each  site  are  in¬ 
cluded  should  you  want  to  confirm  dates  and 
times.

6  Pierre  Menard  Home,  Ellis  Grove 

The  early  1800s  home  of  Illinois’  first  lieutenant 
governor  is  the  setting  for  the  Twelfth  Day  of 
Christmas — a  traditional  celebration  culminat¬ 
ing  the  French  holiday  season.  Enjoy  traditional 
French  pastries,  decorations,  and  entertainment, 
from  1  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  Cosponsored  by  the  Pierre 
Menard  Volunteer  Association.

9  Mt.  Pulaski  Courthouse,  Mt.  Pulaski 

The  181st  anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln’s 
birth  will  be  commemorated  at  the  Lincoln 
Birthday  Open  House  from  noon  to  8  p.m.  At  2 
p.m.  a  featured  speaker  will  discuss  Lincoln’s 
years  as  a  lawyer.  Site  staff  dressed  in  period  at¬ 
tire  will  host  the  open  house  and  conduct  tours 
of  the  nineteenth-century  courthouse.  Listen  to 
traditional  music  from  6:30  p.m.  to  7:30  p.m.  as 
the  courthouse  is  illuminated  by  more  than  one 
hundred  candles.  Refreshments  will  be  served. 


9  Cahokia  Courthouse,  Cahokia 

Celebrate  southwestern  Illinois’  French  heritage 
at  Cahokia’s  three  landmark  eighteenth-century 
buildings  during  the  Fete  du  Bon  Vieux  Temps 
(Festival  of  the  Good  Old  Days),  from  4  p.m.  to  9 
p.m.  A  reception  complete  with  eighteenth- 
century  music  begins  at  the  Cahokia  Courthouse 
at  4  p.m.  Attend  mass  at  the  nearby  1799  Log 
Church  at  5  p.m.,  then  move  on  to  the  Jarrot 
Mansion  ballroom  for  special  exhibits,  colonial 
fashion  shows,  and  minuet  dancing.

Lincoln-Herndon  Law  Offices,  Springfield 

A  children’s  puppet  show,  “Mr.  Lincoln,  New 
Salem  to  Springfield,”  will  be  performed  at  2 
p.m.  by  the  DePriest  Puppets  of  Springfield.  The 
half-hour  program  chronicles  Lincoln’s  life  from 
his  days  as  a  resident  of  New  Salem  through  his 
years  in  Springfield,  where  he  gave  his  Farewell 
Address  before  departing  to  the  nation’s  capital 
as  president-elect.

Professor  Doug  Wilson  of  Knox  College 
and  Professor  Charles  Strozier  of  the  City  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  York  are  featured  speakers.  The 
symposium  begins  at  1:30  p.m.

One-hundred-fifty-one-year-old  Jubilee  College 
is  the  setting  for  the  Old  English  Faire,  an  an¬ 
nual  re-creation  of  medieval  fun  and  merry  mak¬ 
ing.  From  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  observe  jousting, 
fencing,  jugglers,  mimes,  ladies  in  waiting,  and 
knights  in  shining  armor.  Costumed  craftsmen 
will  exhibit  handcrafted  wares  typical  of  the 
Middle  Ages.  Cosponsored  by  the  Citizens  to  Pre¬ 
serve  Jubilee  College. 


23  Carl  Sandburg,  Galesburg 

Gather  at  Carl  Sandburg’s  birthplace  for  a  mid¬ 
summer  band  concert  of  golden  oldies  beginning 
at  7  p.m.  The  Rutabaga  Jammers  Band  features  a 
repertoire  of  standard  swing  and  pop  hits.  Re¬ 
freshments  will  be  served.

Bush  Lincoln,  lived  at  Goosenest  Prairie.  From  1 
p.m.  to  4  p.m.  participate  in  a  flag-raising  cere¬ 
mony,  listen  to  a  recitation  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  and  patriotic  speeches,  and  join  in 
an  old-fashioned  game  of  town  ball  (an  early 
form  of  baseball). 

4  Bryant  Cottage,  Bement 

An  old-fashioned  lawn  party  will  set  the  stage  for 
Bryant  Cottage’s  participation  in  Bement’s 
Fourth  of  July  Freedom  Celebration.  Join  in  the 
fun  with  games,  refreshments,  and  entertain¬ 
ment.

Bishop  Hill,  Bishop  Hill/Henry 

Bishop  Hill  was  founded  in  1846  by  Swedish  pietists  led 
by  Erik  Jansson.  Two  historic  buildings  of  this  time  pe¬ 
riod  are  administered  by  the  State  of  Illinois — the  Colony 
Church  (1848)  and  the  Bjorklund  Hotel  (1855).  Both  are 
open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  Contact  Martha  Jane

Black  Hawk,  Rock  Island/Rock  Island 

Black  Hawk  State  Historic  Site — home  to  the  Sauk  and 
Fox  Indians  in  the  eighteenth-  and  early-nineteenth- 
centuries — takes  its  name  from  the  Indian  warrior  who  led 
his  people  in  a  failed  attempt  to  recapture  their  homeland 
during  the  Battle  of  Bad  Axe  in  1832.  The  two-hundred- 
acre  site  is  open  from  sunrise  to  10  p.m.  The  Hauburg  In¬ 
dian  Museum  is  open  8:30  a.m.  to  noon  and  1  p.m.  to  4:30 
p.m.

Bryant  Cottage,  Bement/Piatt

The  four-room  cottage  offers  visitors  a  glimpse  of  middle- 
class  family  life  in  nineteenth-century  Illinois.  The  site  is 
open  daily  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.

Cahokia  Courthouse,  Cahokia/St.  Clair 

The  oldest  courthouse  in  Illinois,  Cahokia  Courthouse 
was  built  about  1730  and  reconstructed  in  1939.  Originally 
used  as  a  home,  the  building  became  a  U.S.  courthouse 
and  for  twenty  years  served  as  a  center  of  political  activity 
of  the  Old  Northwest.  The  courthouse  was  dismantled  in 
1901  and  rebuilt  twice  before  its  return  to  Cahokia.  The 
site  is  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.

Cahokia  Mounds,  Collinsville/St.  Clair 

Cahokia  Mounds  preserves  the  central  portion  of  a  bus¬ 
tling  prehistoric  trade  center  that  existed  in  the  period 
A.D.  900  to  A.D.  1300.  More  than  one  hundred  man-made 
earthen  mounds — including  Monks  Mound,  the  largest 
prehistoric  earthwork  in  the  New  World — are  preserved 
within  the  site’s  boundaries.  In  1983  the  United  Nations 
designated  it  a  World  Heritage  Site.  Cahokia  Mounds  In¬ 
terpretive  Center — a  state-of-the-art  museum  facility — is 
open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.

Dana-Thomas  House,  Springfield/Sangamon 

The  restored  Dana-Thomas  House  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  structures.  The  house  was 
constructed  by  Wright  in  1904  for  Springfield  heiress  and 
socialite  Susan  Lawrence  Dana.  Much  of  the  original 


Wright-designed  furniture  remains.  The  site  is  open  daily

justice.  The  house  contains  many  of  the  original  furnish¬ 
ings  and  is  considered  one  of  the  outstanding  Victorian 
houses  in  the  Midwest.

Douglas  Tomb,  Chicago/Cook 

In  1865,  four  years  after  the  death  of  Stephen  A.  Douglas, 
the  State  of  Illinois  purchased  his  grave.  A  group  of  Doug¬ 
las’s  friends  raised  the  funds  to  begin  erecting  the  tomb, 
and  the  state  appropriated  funds  to  complete  it  in  1878. 
Sculptor  Leonard  Volk  designed  the  tomb,  which  became

glimpse  of  life  in  Illinois  under  the  French  regime.  The 
original  fort  was  built  in  the  1750s  and  abandoned  in 
1771.

The  Pierre  Menard  Home  was  constructed  about  1802  for 
Illinois’  first  lieutenant  governor,  Pierre  Menard.  The  re¬ 
stored  mansion  is  a  fine  example  of  French  Colonial  ar¬ 
chitecture.  Just  a  few  miles  northwest  lie  the  archaeologi¬ 
cal  remains  of  Fort  Kaskaskia,  which  was  built  by  the 
French  in  1760  to  protect  villagers  at  Kaskaskia.  Kaskaskia 
was  Illinois’  first  capital  (1818-1819).  Kaskaskia  Island  was 
destroyed  by  flooding  in  the  late-nineteenth  century,  but 
not  before  graves  from  three  cemeteries  were  moved  to 
Garrison  Hill  Cemetery,  on  the  bluff  overlooking  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  at  Fort  Kaskaskia  State  Historic  Site.  The  sites  are 
open  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  daily.

Galena  Complex,  Galena/Jo  Daviess 
The  Old  Market  House,  built  in  1845  on  the  Galena 
square,  served  as  a  city  market  place  for  sixty-five  years.  It 
was  restored  in  1955  and  today  houses  exhibits  on 
Galena’s  architecture.  The  nearby  U.S.  Grant  Home  was 
given  to  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  upon  the  triumphant 
Civil  War  hero’s  return  to  the  city  in  1865.  The  Wash- 
burne  House  was  home  to  Congressman  Elihu  B.  Wash- 
burne,  a  political  associate  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  min¬ 
ister  to  France  for  President  Grant.

jubilee  College,  Brimfield/Peoria 

Jubilee  College,  one  of  the  oldest  educational  structures  in 
Illinois,  was  built  in  the  period  1839  to  1844  by  Philander 
Chase,  the  first  Episcopal  bishop  in  Illinois.  I  he  college 
was  closed  in  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  but  the  recon¬ 
structed  chapel  and  school  house  now  serve  as  appropriate 
settings  for  the  interpretation  of  Chase’s  educational  and 
spiritual  ideals.

Abraham  Lincoln’s  tomb,  located  in  Oak  Ridge  Ceme¬ 
tery,  was  dedicated  in  1874,  nine  years  after  the  president’s 
death.  The  tomb  was  built  through  the  efforts  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Lincoln  Monument  Association,  an  organization  of 
Lincoln’s  friends,  admirers,  and  political  associates. 
Sculptor  Larkin  Mead  designed  the  tomb,  which  became 
state  property  in  1895.  Also  located  at  Oak  Ridge  is  the 
Illinois  Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial,  which  records  the 
names  of  more  than  3,000  servicemen  killed  or  missing  in 
action  in  Vietnam.

Abraham  Lincoln  used  the  building  as 
a  state  representative  and  in  1858  delivered  his  famous 
House  Divided  speech  in  the  Hall  of  Representatives.  The 
Lincoln-Herndon  Law  Offices — occupied  by  Lincoln 
from  1843  to  ca.  1852 — house  Lincoln’s  restored  offices 
and  a  second-floor  courtroom  that  was,  for  several  years  in 
the  1840s,  the  only  federal  courtroom  in  Illinois.  The  sites 
are  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.
